GREECE, 

Athens, May 21 — Diapatohos received 
from the frontlBi', wlion thoy wore sont 
at noon tu-day, report continued Qriiig 
between the Turkish and Greek troops. 
The Turks were attempting to occupy 
Aimliijsis. They had been ropulaod at 
Phialhenda nfier aevore fighting. Tho 
Groelia remain firiii in their positiono. 
Thoir infantry ia now pursuing the ro- 
puleod and roiiriiig Turks. JNenr Siiint 
Atnaaiua the Greek aritllury has destroyed 
the Turkish barthWurka oppoBite Analip- 
Bis. The Turks entrenched at Salioaibia 
are now retreaiiii;; toward Hassan Molinii. 
The Greeks hiive rodccupiod l^uiraklori. 

Tricoupia hiia formed a now miliisliy. 
He aaauruea proviuionally tho utlico of 
miiiiater of war i\nd miiiiater of Gnnnoo, 

Tricoupia reuuived an ovation lust even- 
ing from the populace of Athens. In an 
interview he declared that tho policy of 
the now goverDinout would bo ono of 
peace. Thoy would deaiobilizo tho army 
and endeavor to avert the financial oriais 
threatening Greece. 

New York, May 19.— T. P. O'Connor 
cables from London to tho Star aa follows 
on the home riilo bill: "Tho prospect of 
dissolution luing tho bolters face to face 
with the probable losa of thoir aeata. It 
ia curious to aoo tho doubtful liborala — 
men whose names a few days back were 
on all tho Hats against Gladstone — rushing 
about declaring ..themaelves open to con- 
viutiun, now that Salisbury has oommitted 
himself to Gooroion if Gladstone is de- 
feated. 

London, May 21. — Gladatone has do- 
oidod to ootivuiio u meeting of the liberal 
parly before tho debate in tho commons 
on home rule ia oouoluded. This is tp bo 
done in^ordeV to oonsider'diflforonces aris- 
ing oonoerning the nioaaure.

MoNTKE VI,, May 19.— Over a million 
buahela of grain are reported to ba en 
tmtt from Ohioago to Montreal, and 
prospoota for largo grain shipmonts from 
this point aro regarded aa good. 

Athkns, May 21. — Major Domoles has 
made the following report of the fighting

sentries at Knsranitz'a "rit 10 o'clock this 
morning, tho Turlia opeuod Are upon us. 
AVe replied; firing noon ceiiMud, but for some 
minutes tho Turku Hutldenly reopoued aloug 
tho whole line near Noizcios. 1 ordered 
onr tiro to ceaae and the Turks alao stopped 
at l o'clock iu the morning. Tho Turku ro- 
uewod thoir liriiiR, this time with artillery 
from Kavia. At (> o'clock the Turkish com- 
pany advanced with tho iiur^joao of taking 
Aunalyais. Tho Turks aro asauuibliug to 
attack our i)oaition at Neizeros. Thoy have 
captured our post at Baevakto. This thoy 
succeeded in doing by a sodden rush. I 
havo ovdered my troops to re-occupy other 
positicins. All la now quiot. Tho govorn- 
ment lias ordered tho Groek comiuodoro to 
avoid ijrovoking hoatilities, but if the Turks 
aro agressive the Greeks shall assume the 
offonsive. 

EASTERN STATES. ^ 
Boston, May 20. — There has been soma 
exoitement along tho water front over a 
report that a fishing achoonor had boon 
arming in this harljor. Thu story is ns 
followa; Tho schooner Auguata Horrick, 
Captain Wm. E. Herrick, Itft New York 
four daye ago on a fiahing trip to protect 
their properly. The Herrick accordingly, 
ptit intoi Boston harbor, and hor captain 
went ashore. Ho wont to a gun store and 
purchased two 30-inch yacht gune, which 
were delivered on board, together with a 
large amount of ammunition and small 
arms. The sohooner then headed down 
the bay on hor voyage to tho fiahing wa- 
ters along tho Canadian shore. The 
yacht t;un will ponolrato stool artnor half 
an inch thick at, a dialanoo of oiio miio. 
The captain, whori asked by the djaler 
what ho proposed to do with tho guns, re- 
plied: "I am going a fishing in the Bay 
of Fundy and I don't propose to have any 
cheap Canadian pirato seizing my 
achoonor. " 

Alderman Jaehno was removed this 
forenoon at an early hour from the tomba 
and taken to Sing Sing, to eerve out his 
soatonoe of 9 years and 10 months.

AN IMPERTINENT CItlTJG. 

The rematka of th'e' Times reipectiug 
tho protest which has boon handed to the 
mayor by tho chairman of the police com- 
miltea are both impertinent and incorrect.

Tbia , contoation will ba mat by 
referenoe to the ralei of order which pro- 
vide that the mayor ahall take the chair 
nt regular meetinga at o'clock, p. m. 
Tho mayor took the chair at 4 o'clock 
on the oooAsioa referred to in 
aocordanoe with a motion made at the pre- 
vious meeting to adjourn to that hour. 
The meeting, therefore, being an adjoairnod 
one, no nevr busiuess could be legally tikeu 
tip. The appointment oi gaoler was non- 
business, and was, therefore, irregular. 
But there was still another objection 
equally aa strong and which, supposing 
that all other objections were to fail, must 
stand. It is this: The rules of order re- 
quire that twenty-four hours notice ahall 
be given of intention to introduca a motion. 
This course was not pursued and the ap- 
pointment ia invalid on that ground, K on 
no other. The oouncillor who entered tho 
protest is indifferent to anything hia critics 
may say regarding him; but the mayoT is 
certainly entitled to be treated with oom- 
jQon conrtegy. 

LIEUT.-aOVEBNOB CORNWALL.

AMERICAN TUGS 



To Tow in British Waters. 

TUe Seiinte Takes the Griev- 
ance Up. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald inquired whather 
it has come to the notice of the govern- 
laent that American towboati have been 
towing in British Oolumbia harbors and 
within tho "three-mile limit" in Do- 
minion waters? Ho said: Inputting this 
notice on tho paper I desire to bring to 
the attention of the govrtrnraont the fact 
thftt the law relating to towing within the 
thrae-cnile limit has been broken by 
American veasala towing in British Oolum- 
bia waters. Honorable gentlemen are 
aware that in all questions regarding the 
coasting trado and navigation wo have to 
deal with very jaalous neighbors indeed, 
■who will take all and give nothing in re- 
turn, and, therefore, it behooves us to 
guard our own navigation and towing. It 
is most humiliating to see foreign tugs 
come into uur harbors and tow ships out 
while our own tugs are lying idla. Tho 
law is rather vague on the oubjcct. It 
allows tugs to tow anips into harbors, but 
prevents them towing them out to any 
other place, and the question is whether 
a vessel towing to a foreign port ia liable 
to a penalty or not — it is a question open 
to discussion. I will just road what tho 
law aays on that point: 

''The master of any steam vosaol, not 
being a British ship, engaged, or having 
been engaged, after the passing of this 
act, in towing any ship, vessel or raft, 
from one port or place in Oanada to 
another, except in caie of distress, shall 
forfeit the sura of four hundred dollars." 

Whether that means to another port in 
Canada or a port in a foreign country is a 
point open to doubt. I have been in- 
Dtruoted by the deputy minister of marine 
that that refers to any other port; that is 
to say, a tug could not take a ship out of 
a port in Oauada and tow it to a foreign 
port; but that is a very doubtful matter. 
However, the fact remains that the law as 
it ia at present is broken, and that this 
act ouyht to be amended so as to prevent 
any towing by foreign tugs inside of the 
threu-mile limit. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey — I am instructed to 
answer that it has come to tho notice of 
the government that American towboats 
have been towing within the throe-milea 
lituiti iu Dominion waters. My honora- 
ble fiiend has stated very truly that tho 
act under which this takes place is some- 
what vague, and in adverting to the pre- 
sent position of the question, I may aay 
to him that the subject has been brought 
before the goverumenc, I have here a 
number of papers' bearing on it iu the 
■hape of various reports from different 
officers. I mention it to show that the 
governmont are endeavoring to got all the 
information they can on the subject. 
They are now engaged continuing that in- 
quiry, and the result of it will be made 
known to ray honorable friend and to the 
houBo as soon as the government can pos- 
sibly doal with the matter and state what 
course they propose to pursue with regard 
to this important question. 

Hon. Mr. Almon — May I ask what 
course ia adopted towards Canadian or 
English vessels towing in American 
waters ? 

Hon. Mr. Dickey— I think it is sub- 
stantially the same as that mentioned by 
my honorable friend as thfl construction 
held by some as to that act— that ia, they 
cannot proceed from any one port in the 
United States .to any other port in the 
United States. _

Bunkriapt Lord Blei|dley<; .x.-: 

LosiDOK, May 4.— -Lord • B^adlayv' 
who was recently declared' a bankrupt, 

is still a young man, being only 39 
years of age, and has enjoyed his pre- 
sent title fsince the death of his father 
in 1877. The announcement of she 
bankruptcy has furnished society with 
a sensation, although the baron him- 
self has not for some time been in very 
geoeral request in social-cirelefi. In de- 
fiance of his father's wishes, Lord 
Headley, who is tho fourth baron of 
his line, married a daughter of Rev. 
John Blennerhasssot, of Ryme, Dorset- 
shire, a young lady of great beauty; 
but utmost piinniless and for this and 
other reasons he never enjoyed his 
father's favor. He owns the lovely 
Arghadoe estate at Killarney, but has 
spent little of iiis time there, for ob- 
vious reasons. The QHtato is heavily 
mortgaged, end the strike of the ten- 
ants against exorbitant rents has de- 
prived him of the principal source from 
which he derived his income. In spite 
of {his curtailment of his supplies, he 
lias continued to live in extravagant 
style at foreign wnterin.?; places, and 
to ocoupy swell lodgings in the West 
End during the London season. Baron 
Headley has not set foot in Ireland for 
many years, and his wife and young 
daughter have been compelled to live 
a solitary liiie of misery, amid splendor 
at ArgbadoB house, objects of the sym- 
pathy of the entire community. On the 
occasion of Lord Headley's last visit to 
Ireland, he being a magistrate held 
court at Tralee, and while be was sit- 
ting upon the bcncii a bailiff stood 
guainding tho door, lest the magistrate 
might escape the service of eight writs, 
which {his creditora had proourred 
againbt him. There was but on6 exit 
from the building, and the baron fail- 
ing to tire the bailiff out, was finally 
compelled to adjourn the court, which 
he did after dark, and ran the gaunt- 
let. The writs were duly jaeijyed, and 
Lord Headley disappeared from Tra- 
lee on the following morniiig, since 
which time he hah not regai:ded Ire- 
land a.s a i)lenaanb place of residence. 
The bankrupt baron is a typical ab- 
sentee Irish landlord; fond of sporting- 
events and addicted to high play ftt 
cards. More than once he. has tried to 
make hie tenants pay the proportion o£ 
interest on the rnortg iges ' against his 
estate which their holdings repr-eaented 
in addition to enforcing prompt jjay- 
inenls of rent, in order to provido fu.ada 
to enable him' to lead a luxuriuus lii-'e 
abroaiJ,- He' has scarcely spent a pen- 
ny i)i Ireland since he succeeded to his 
title, and is now in hiding. Uourt of- 
ficers are searching for him every- 
where, but tlius far have beun unable 
to ,yervo notices upon him. Among the 
army of crodltor.s who would be delight- 
ed to discover his whereabouts, is the 
landlady of his West End lodgings. 
Argliados boiiso is full of valuable 
heirlooms, but these ^ Lord Headley's 
creditors are powerless to toiaol).

A Paper Itcud at the Kc<:cut 
Tcaclicrs' AMSociation. 



At the regular meeting of the Teachers' 
Association hold recently, the much- 
mooted question of corporal punishment 
WHS diacusaed. Among others a paper was 
read by a lady teacher, which was deemed 
worthy of publication. We regret that 
space proventa our giving it in full, but 
wa have endeavored to retain the main 
features of an excellent essay, which reads 
aa foliowa: . ' 

"Tho question before us for diacussidu 
to-duy is: ' Should corporal punishment 
i be iLdiiiinistorud iu schools }' I answer 
! without hi>ait«tion, 'Yes !' .\i lonif as man 
; reuittiila luurally ihe iuiperf.'Ct being ho 
j now ia, juut so long must ho be hedged iu 
' by laws; so with the child, the immaturo 
I mm. Now,^the infringement of any law, 
be it human or divine, entails punishment, 
j A law without a puniahiiioiit for its viola- 
' tion bccoiuea a nonontity. If puiiiah- 
: monts of all kinds were tii-morrow to be 
I abolished throughout tho length and 
j breadth of the Und, what would be tho 
\ cuDsequence i The buro idea is startling. 
No, when man, 

TJIE MAritUKI!. UllIl.D, 

gifted with his highest intelligence, and 
with his moral faculties fully developed, 
needs no longer the restraining and cor- 
recting influences of punishment, thi'n, 
and not till then can teacher.s govern their 
pupila by moral suasion only. Those who 
arguo aguir.st corporal punialinieiit do not 
go so fur as to assert that punishment of 
all kinds must be swept from our schools. 
What, then, do they propoi-o to aubstituto 
in its place I Tho modus Bubmitted aro 
chielly tlieao -writing iinposition.i, learn- 
ing additional tasks l)y rote, doteiiiion 
during recess or after acho--)! hours — these 
nil failing, HUH|)unaion or expulsion, 'i'heir 
objection to corii.-':Hl punishment ia that 
it is brutal, lowering, degrading. These 
idew, I need ecarcely say are, compari- 
tively speaking, of recent dute. 1 hnvo 
hoard loachera loudly ducluim ut;ainat the 
lowering iiifludiioa ..f eorijoral puuibhim-iit, 
and llidr iiystem, when seen and heard, I 
cunsiilered iiilinitely inoro 'lowering.' 
Tlirntighoiit the day they kept up an iii- 
ceaaatit stream of scolding, toiiBing, nag- 
ging and worrying, which wore out their 
own patience and that of their 

Muoii-KN'oiJiiiNi; i-i.-piLs; 
their ill-natured remarks, moreovor, were 
emphasized by sundry rudo jerks and 
shakes, which did not, I suppose, in their 
opinion, como under the hoadiiig ot 'cor- 
poral punishment.' Yet these considerate 
teachers would not think of subjecting a 
pupil to the 'indignity" ut a wholesome ■ 
whipping. 

Take another instance: Weliavoallheard 
teachers in no measured tornie repudiate 
corporal punishment, and — inflict it, 
notwithatauding ! Strango iiiconaiatoncy ! 
1 consider this a great argument on our 
side. Actions, we are told, speak more 
loudly than worda. The.parcnt, of course, 
is tho natural educator of his own child, 
but when ho transfers that child to our 
«are, he transfers also his authority, and 
we then assumed his ro'iponsibility ; and 
for the time being must act in thu placis 
of the parent. Every to'icher present 
must understand and share in common 
with mo that fesUng of appreciation and 
thanlcfulnesa with which we receive into 
our midst a pupil who has been early 
taught nt homo habits of respectful 
obedience. How wo instinctively aaeni 
drawn towards thai: child; and, although 
not personally acquainted with hia par- 
ents, we respect and esteem the results of 
their 

HOME TBAl.SINO; 

and feeling to bo in sympathy with them, 
we dotormine in a spirit akin to their owu 
to firmly and judiciously carry ou tho 
education of their child. 

They aay it ia difficult for a parent to 
justly punish hia own child; and on thia 
account he too frequently neglects tho 
duty, either from a lack of moral courage 
or being imbued with theionow fashioned 
rulos-of- love principles. All the more 
readily should such parents uphold and 
countouance tho firm, conscientious 
toaohor, whose sole aim ia for tho good of 
the pupil, nnd the moral upraising of hia 
sohool. What help we usually receive 
from theae! indulgent parents you need 
notnio to toll you. Then, I doubt if there 
be one well-governed homo in nil thia fair 
province of oura where tho parent has 
not deemed it necessary for the wise gov- 
ornment of his family at one time cr 
another to administer that time-hnnored 
remedy for naughtiness — an orthodox 
whipping, Wo have to deal not with the 
uienibora of ono fiimily but with repre- 
Bontativos from half a liundred fam'lies, 
with irritable Jimmies who "favor" thoir 
nmnimna, with Sammies who inherit 
papus' obstinacy (I bog pardon, "firmness 
of character,") with tlyj laay, the idle, 
the provokiiif.[, the mischievous, and alas ! 
the really bad Yoa, and. all these con- 
flicting elements we have gathered to- 
gether in one room — from thia ohaos we 
must evoke harmony and quiet steady 
work. 

Decision of character, I take it, in our 
profession, as well as in all others, i.s the 
first clement of auccess. The teacher 
who strives to be a ini^'lHy power 
for sood in his or hor schoolroom will 
he felt as a power. The teacher 
must be in terrible Jiving earnest. 
One who drea'hiB away the^ precious 
hours is a teacher ° in naught but name. 
No school can be culled \yoll-coudrcted 
where implicit obedience is not tho rule. 
Some teafth(^r3 upon assuming charge of a 
disorderly, ill-conducted clnsi may, hy a 
certain indencribable tact, or by sheer force 
of will-powoi, evoke order from disorder. 
All oro not eudo%ved with the ability to do 
this. How theu niuHt thoy proceed'/ Some- 
thing must bo done, and at ouoe. 'Tis ii 
caaeoC goTerti.or be. governed. i To send 
the most tVoHibleRome children home is to 
evade the dilUculty, not to comba^ it. A 
turbulent school can generally be rei\uco(l 
to Bubmission by the

"Thia < ^ - apeoies of - punishment is 
not only lawful, it is iu some 
eases necessary, indispeiiBahly neot-s- 
sary, There are, oftentimes, boys iu our 
public schoela 80 thoroughly given up to 
frivolity and wickodneaa, so seared in ] 
oonacienco and so callous to all appeals of i 
honDr and tho higher feelinga of humani- j 
ty that nothing but the motive of fear i 
aaems to keep them in anything liko i 
proper check and in subordination to or | 
der and good government. In audi caaea, ! 
the rod, when judiciously applied, has 
proved not only indispensably necessary, 
but highly salutary, productive of tho 
moat beneficial results. We aro decided- 
ly of opinion that corporal punishment 
should bo dispensed in public and dis- 
pensed thoroughly." Last week I caiiio 
upon an excellent letter touching on this 
subject from a prominent English author- 
ity — A, B. (Jordon — in the London Lin- 
cot. Says ho: "W'hy, what we are suf- 
fering from in these evil days is general 
uiiwhippodnesa. Have you 8o,bii thoso 
disgusting youths who make the town 
hateful with their license of speech '. \ra 
not tho p;.lice reports lull of the doinys 
of unv.hipped boys who bring shame und 
degradation to themselves and their homes 
from tho absence of the rod / 

What can be more impreasive than the 
ceremonial of a ' traditional orthodox 
flogging ? The swift, incisive, soul-com- 
pelling cmtrition produced by the biieh 
must have a vuluo in all eyes, liiiposi- 
tioiiB and "lines" are iu vogue wiiorc tho 
hateful foreign system of "hoiioi" h.-^s 
baiii&hed the birch. To koep a boy in 
from his play is unhealthy and cruel ; to 
birch him is good for the body as well as 
the soul. Do not rob him of that bleaaed 
boon; that bulwark of true liberty; the 
beacon of future perseverance and suc- 
cess, tho British birch." 

Says Oroutt: "Moral suasion ia ml 
the remedy fur bold defiant violation of 
law." 

Locko says: "There is ono fault for 
which I think children should be beaten; 
that ia obstinacy and rebellion." 

Goldsmith asserts: "There is oftou the 
truest teuderuess in well-timed correction." 

Says Kennedy: "Forbidding corporal 
puuiahmeut is equivalent to diBmissiiii; dis- 
cipline nud accepting disorder." 

Shakespeare calls whipping "Nature's 
governess." 

What says Solomon: "He that 6i)nr«th 
the rod hateth his son; but he that loveth 
him chasteneth him betimes." 

"Withhold not correction f'om the child: 
for, if thou beatest him with tha rod ho 
shall ?iot die. Thou shalt beat hira with 
the lod :i:id shnlt deliver his soul from 
hell." 

"Foolishncjj is bound in the heart of a 
child; but tho rod shall diivo it far Irom 
him." 

"The rod aud rojiroof give wisdom; but 
a ohild left to himself briugoth his mother 
to Bhaiuo." 

Says Paul, in hia epiBtlo to the Hebrews, 
12 and 11: "What son ia he whom tho 
father chiiatonoth not ( But, if yo bo 
without chastiaomont, whereof all are par- 
takers, then aro yo imt aona. Furthor- 
mora wo nave had fathers of our flesh 
which have corrected us, and we gave 
thom reverence. Now, no chastening for 
tho pissont seemeth to bo joyous, but 
grievous nevertheless, iifterward, it yield- 
eth the peaceable fruit of righteouanesa 
unto thom which are exerciaed thereby." 

No ono will deny that we have the di- 
vine sanction for whipping. That grant- 
ed, W8 have more; we have tho divine 
command. The language is plain and 
unmistakeable.

MEHK IMITATOltS. 

Becauao ono person in a hundred can and 
does govern without corporal punishment 
it does not follow that that is the proper 
course for tho majority. Some will aay; 
"But this whipping is at times carried to 
such a great oxcess — why it is .simply bar- 
barous ! etc., etc." 

Tho abuse, however flagrant, of any 
system is no argument against its legiti- 
mate use. 

In my opinion oorporal punislimont 
shouid but seldom be had recourse to. 
llalhor should it be held aa a mighty rc- 
aorve force to be administered and thor- 
oughly administered in exceptional cases. 
And I, for ono, will ever lift up my voice 
for the right (oven ah -uld that right never 
be exercised) to reairuin and govern my 
pupils as seems to me best, by any and all 
right means, corporal punishment in- 
cluded. 

Tho.>ricB vary, but faota and oliildreii aro 
stubborn Ihiiiga. Thu woll-meaning but 
misguided philantliropiata, those good 
people who demand tho abolition of all 
corporal punishment, do not realize that 
such a step cannotaccord with our preso 111 
impel feet state of civilization. They 
should, with equal propriety, demand 'hat 
all other corruetive measures in outsid-j 
society should he put away; thoir ideas 
properly carried out would discharge ths 
police and abolish the jails, substituting 
therefore, moral auaaion, 

Tho lawless and c'opnivod of mature 
society huvo corresponding represent a- 
fives in the youth of our tohoola, and, 
common aenao, actual oxperioiico of hu- 
man nature, and Ood's law, alike tench 
that such children will not bo right and 
do right withotit the fear of puniahmeut; 
and 80, wo punish them, beautiful llisar- 
ieq to the contrary, notwithatandiiur,

THE FISHERIES TKOUBLES. 

'Wlm Venule of Maine DissuKieli- 
Willi the Oovornnicut's Iiiuc- 
tivlty. 

Portland, Me., May 19, — Excite- 
ment here over the aoizurts of the 
sohoonor Ella 51. Doughty by the Cana- 
dian authorities is increasing, as is the 
Eealinc; that the government is strange- 
ly silent. Letters have been received 
from along the coast, saying that com- 
mon cause will be made with the Porl- 
hxT\d fish ei men, and that a general 
union for defense will be arranged. 
K. WliitLen, secretary of the fish ex- 
change, aaid to-day: "Kesolutiona in 
' favor of arming our vesseiB will be. ad- 
opted at a meeting of the exchange. In 
the present temper of owners and tiah- 
mei>, such fcBolutions could not be 
made too strong. We shall do soma- 
thing iuoi>3 than ;i(loi)t these rp.solu- 
tionsj we shall act. Had Ijbecti in Capt. 
-Doughty's place, with twelve good 
uion at iny back, that one odicer would 
not hav<! taken the vessel. I should 
have said to him, "Get off, or I will 
lockjou up and take you with nie." 
The t,'ovei'nnieiit is doing notliinp; for 
us. We niu.st save ourselves, and we 
shall do it." 

Another prominent owner said: "We 
shall stand for our rights, . aud if the 
government will not protect us, we 
will protect ourselves. Had Capt. 
Doughty's men been armed the ca|itufe 
would never have been made, Wlion 
Capt. Doughty goes to sea again liu 
•will carry cannon and amall arms, 
and all other fishing vessels 
that go out of this port will also 
bo armed, and then captains will have 
direct orders to resist ail attempts 
made to seize their vessels," 

A lishorraan said tbat the govern- 
ment has not given the slightest sign 
of interest in the matter, and that if 
Portland cannot send word to Capt. 
Doughty at Englishtown, that the 
govpj-nment will protect him, then 
Portland can and will say to him that 
the people of die state o£ Maine ■will 
stand back of him, aud that American 
Tessela cannot be seized at will by 
Canadians. 

PROTECTION DEM.V\DED. 

At a representative meeting of the 
fish exchange this afternoon the fol- 
lowing resolutions were adpoted: 

Whereas, The Canadian govern- 
ment has Heized American fishing ves- 
sels, and as we believe, unlawfully: 
and 

V7herea8 the flag of onr country 
has been insulted, therefore be it 
Besolved, That in the ^ease of the 
Portland fishing exchange the presi- 
dent of the ITnited States should by 
proclamation, declare non intercourse 
with the Dominion of Canada in all 
matters pertaining to the tish'eriea: 

Resolved, That, whereas the Oana 
dian government has htted out armed 
vessels to pursue our vessels, there- 
fore we ask our government to send 
armed cruisers into Canadian waters 
to protect our vessels. 

Resolved, that we oppose and pro- 
test against the appointment of any 
commission to treat with G-rtat Brit- 
ain in regard to the fisheries. 

Resolved, That we call upon con- 
gress to take such action as will pro- 
tect us ill our rights as American citi- 
zens from the seizure of our property, 
while in the act of trade, by the col- 
onial government, and to make an 
immediate release of vesselg uuder 
seizure. 

Resolvca, That whereas our gov' 
ornraent has issued papers granting 

permission to nur ves.sels to trade in 
foreign ports, and whorea.s vessels 
holding such permits liave been seized, 
we ask onr government to ]3rntect all 
American vessels in colonial parts 
against illegal seizure. 
, Keaolved, That if our government 
refuses to sent immediately armed ves- 
sels to protect our vessels, we deem it 
expedient to arm and equip our ves- 
sels for our protection. 

Further and general action will pro- 
bably be taken by the city. A Gsbing 
schooner is now fitting out, and is ex- 
pected to leave to-morrow or Friday 
for the fishing grounds, fully armed. 
She will be the first .armed vessel to 
leave Portland. 

Hon. Hannibal Hamlin v^'as inter- 
viewed to-night relative to the fisbery 
trouole. He said that if there are ob- 
stacles in the provincial law excluding 
American fishing vessels from trading 
m Canadian ports there should be 
similar reatraints placed on Canadian 
vessels in American waters. Ho 
thought both governments were too 
wise lo get into serious trouble over 
lihe mat ton
